The Mining News. 

On our first page will be found a complete 
summary of the news from the mining re- 
gions of British Columbia. The intelligence 
is very conflicting in its character, and 
would seem la indicate that the mining re- 
sources of our sifter colony are destined to 
remain an unsolved riddle for at least two 
months to coui,.. The Strong belief WO have 
heretofore entertained of the richness of 
Queinelle River and the upper Fraser, is 
strengthened from the fact that large quan- 
tities of gold dust are almost daily reaching 
town, notwithstanding the discouraging re- 
ports brought down by returning miners. 

We have seen in 1859 just the same re- 
sults after n rush to the Canoe counlry. 
Two thousand miners, in the spring of that 
year, made their way back to California, 
many of tht'tn, " dead bri.ke," declaring that 
British Columbia, as a gold-producing coun- 
try, was mo-t emphatically " gone in ;" and 
no amount ol encouraging nowspajier arti- 
cles or glowing epistles from correspond- 
ents 10 their blends in the " Golden Stale,'' 

could ever galvanize it into life again, or 
induce another rush, Bui what proved the 
rule in the fall ol the same year ! Did not 
the well-fllleil purses ol hundreds of intelli- 
gent men wlin wintered in Victoria, a-d

never even seen Fort Alexander, let alone 
sticking a shovel inio the ground. Some 
there are, however, who have undeniably 
visited Qujpstielle River, but wo incline to 
the opinion that their observations must have 
been very superficial, as the short time they 
have consumed on the trip would hardly 
afford an opportunity of thoroughly prospect- 
ing Ihe new region. 

In ihe summer of 1858, we saw men who 
had visited the Fraser for the purpose of 
mining, reach different points, and often 
after taking a look around, slart for the near- 
est mining camp, sell their tools and '' grub,'' 
and jumping into their boats, leave the 
countiy, cursing their stupidity for ever 
having visited it. Yet we know that thoso 
who remained on the river during that year, 
and worked, had no cause to regret their 
stay. The fall of the same year saw claims 
on Hill's, Texas, Emory's and other bars 
selling for a mere trifle — the owners sup- 
posing they were worked out. and thinking 
themselves doing wjyll if they got them off 
their hands at auy*pnce. But the sequel 
has shown that they were mistaken, as the 
well-known richness of the Lower Fraser, 
during tho succeeding season, was fully 
established. In short, there was never a 
rush to any portion of a gold country that at 
least one-third of Ihose engaged in it did 
not return dissatisfied. Take ihe history of 
California or Australia as an example, and 
we find that in the face of the most discour- 
aging and ooiifliuling iiccuuuls from bolli 
those countries, great and powerful commu- 
nities have grown up and prospered. 

Looking nearer home, we have the history 
uf our own town before us. lias not the 
cry every season been one of the most dis- 
couraging description? Ami are we not 
steadily advancing in population, commerce, 
and wealth .' Who among us. two years 
ago, could have foreseen the immense pro- 
gress Victoria was destined lo make in so 
short a time! The places then occupied by 
straggling tents, or covered with a dense 
thicket, are now tilled by substantial brick 
and frame edifices. 

Taken all in all, we regard the news from 
above as but a re-hash of the stories that 
have been told in former years, and (irmly 
believe that as there are 'always two sides 
to every question." the mines in British Col- 
umbia will ere long be found of sufficient 
richness to support ii large population, and 
ih us adord continued employment to our 
merchants, our mechanics, and our artizans, 
in supplying the wants of our sister colony 



Testing Boilers. — Quite a number of 

gentlemen were present on board the steam 
er Governor Douglas yesterday, to witness tho 
testing of the strength of her boilers by hyd 
raulic pressure. After the boilers were filled 
with water, and the fires in the furnaces 
lighted to warm it and expand slightly the 
iron, the hydraulic pump belonging to the 
government was put in motion by six men 
working it. In a few minutes the pump 
guage indicated that there was a pressure 
of 150 pounds to the square inch on the 
boiler, and no sign of any defects. The 
acting Boiler Inspector, Mr. YVesigarlh, pro- 
nounced himself satisfied with the boilers. 
The travelling community may, therefore, 
resj content that no danger need be appre- 
hended, so long as the steam guage of the 
Gov. Douglas indicates less than 150 pounds 
of steam. The heaviest pressure of steam, 
however, ever put on the boilers, when at 
her highest speed, has never exceeded 90 
pounds to the inch ; so there is a margin of 
tiO pounds to spare. A practical engineer 
informed us that it would take 250 pounds 
to the inch to burst her boilers. The Doug. 
Ian is the first steamer that has ever had her 
boilers tested in our waters, and we hope all 
the other steamers will do likewise. She 
has been newly painted ; both sides ol her 
hull strengthened with knees bolted in the 
dock, and in five days will renew her trips 
from Victoria to Hope, under charge of her 
old commander, Capt. A. S. Murray. 

New " Chop." — A professor of tho lon- 
sorial art in this city, who claims to be a 
great admirer of the 11 Benicia Hoy," has 
introduced a new style of cutting hair, 
which he calls the " lleenan style." It is 
a close cut, am! is a cross between the 
crop usually accorded a French galley-slave 
and that of a State Prison convict. The 
style is decidedly a novel one, and should 
make the inventor's fortune. 



PoMce Court. — Several cases of minor 
importance, in addition to those given else- 
where, Were before Judge l'emberton yes- 
terday. The drunks received the usual 
sentence of five shillings fine or six hours 
mprisomiient ; and the misdemeanors were 
discharged with a reprimand. 

TuhEA.tf.nINO LlFB. — John Phillips waB on 
Sunday given in charge of Scrjcnnt Weihc, by H. 
Fascard, for being drunk and disorderly, and 
threatening to tako his (Pascard's) life. Judge 
Pembcrton fined him £2, or in default of payment, 
10 days' imprisonment. 

The " Lawson."— A suit will be commenced 
against this vessel in the Supreme Court by the 
Harbormaster, on several points connected with 
her late v <>yagc, among which are : bringing no 
clearance papers, and having no medicine chost 
on board. 

TryiNO to Rescue a Prisoner. — "Bob," a 
Fort Jtupert Indian, was arrested on Sunday for 
attempting to rescue a prisoner, for which offence 
he was sentenced to one month's imprisonment, 
and to have his head cropped. 

ID' J»s. Tiffany was arrested on Sunday, charg 
rd With being drunk, and on the way to the station 
house resisted the officers. He was fined 20s., 
and in defn u lt of payment, one week's imprison- 
ment.

House of Assembly. 

Monday, June 11th, I860. 
House met at half-past 3 o'clock. Present- 
Speaker Ilelracken, and Messrs. Green, Crease, 
Cooper, Southgatc, Toimie, Franklin, McDonald, 
Cary, Waddington, and Foster. 

The House went into Committee of the Whole 
on Mr. Cooper's lesolution to consider the Indian 
question. Mr Franklin in the chair. 
. Mr. Cooper stated that the question was a very 
important one. Itappcared to him that this. House 
should consider the course to be recommended lo 
the Governor. Ho hoped to hear the question dis- 
cussed, and some measure ndoptcd to remedy the 
evils we at present labor under. 

Mr. Hclmcken. — The Indians have been remov- 
ed several times, but ench time they came back 
again. On a previous occasion, when the Indians 
were sent off, many of tho towns-people petitioned 
against their removal. If we send them home, 
they may turn around when they get there and 
warn o(F the white men that nro living on their 
land. To disarm them would be impossible — they 
would secrete their weaponB, and could be easily 
supplied with other.', in place of the few taken off. 
It would be unjust to disarm them; you would put 
these tribes at. the mercy of other tribes. I have 
seen fights lasting a whole day, and a great deal 
of powder burned, and only two or three wounded. 
I am totally opposed to disarming them. All In- 
dians who have nothing else to do, should be com- 
pelled to work upon the roads, and at small wages 
too. If you really want to get rid of them, tell 
them the measles r,re in the country — that will 
start them off. Seriously, he thought application 
should bo made to Her Majesty, not to the Duke 
of Newcastle. '1 he hon. gentleman read a copy of 
an address to be forwarded to Her Majesty, which 
set forth tho grievance our people labpr under, and 
asked that Indian Agents may bo appointed to 
looklfter and regulate the movements of the sav- 
ages. 

Mr. Toimie — We must seek aid from tho Home 
s Government and I ngrco with the hon. member 
from Esquimalt, that by memorialising Her Ma- 
jesty, we would receive relief. 

Mr. Helmoken moved that His Exceiicncy tile 
Governor be requested to remove the Northern 
Indians from the point they now occupy near the 
public roads, to n point where their annoyance 
would not be so severely felt. 

Mr. Cooper thought an onerous duty would be 
throvvii upon His Exceiicncy in asking him to 
remove them. [Hear, hear.] 

Mr. Toimie— I think we had better leave the 
matte.- with His Excellency. 

Mr. Franklin favored the appointment of Indian 
Agents. 

Mr. Hclmcken doubted very much if the Legis- 
lature had the power to take the Indians under its 
control. He thought the best way was to make a 
temporary provision, and rely upon the Home 
Government to make a permanent provision. 

Mr. Waddington laid he purposed bringing in a 
very stringent bill on the subject at an curly day, 
but thought the address to Her Majesty to be very 
proper. 

Committee heri^rose and reported progress, and 
asked leave to sit again on the same subject on 
Monday, 18th inst. 

House again went into committee on the bill to 
improve the breed of live stuck, Mr. Waddington 
in the chair. After a short discussion, the com- 
mittee rose and reported progress. 

House adjourned till Tuesday, at 3 o'clock, P.M.

Wilkes in the Market. — The cele- 
brated Mr. Wilkes (writes Malone, in his 
" Diary," jtnt published), about the time 
when his North Briton began to be much 
noticed, probably when the first fifteen or 
twenty numbers had appeared, dined one 
day with Mr. Kiaby, and after dinner hon- 
estly confessed that he was a mined man — 
not worth a shilling ; that his principal ob- 
ject in writing was to procure himself some 
place, and that he should be particularly 
pleased with one that should remove him 
from the clamor and importunity of his cre- 
ditors, fie mentioned the office of Governor 
of Canada, and requested Mr. Rig by 's good 
offices with the Duke of Bedford, so as to 
prevail on that nobleman to apply to Lord 
Bute lor that place. Mr. Rigby said the 
Duke had not much intercourse with Lo-d 
Bute; neither could it be supposed that his 
lordship would purchase Mr. Wilkes' silence 
by giving him a good employment. Besides, 
he could have no security that the same 
hostile attacks would not still be made 
against him by Mr. Wilkes* coadjutors, Lloyd 
and Churchill, after he had left England. 
Wilkes assured him that there need not tie 
the least apprehension of that ; for that he 
would make Churchill his chaplain, and 
Lloyd his secretary, and lake them both with 
him lo Canada. The Duke, at Rigby's re- 
quest, made the application. Lord Bute 
would not listen to it, and even treated the 
affair with contempt. When this was told to 
Mr. Wilkes, he observed to Mr. Righy that 
Lord B. had acted very foolishly, and that 
he might live to lament that he and his col- 
leagues had not quitted England as much as 
King Charles did that Hampden and Crom- 
well had not gone to America after the fam- 
ous representation of the slate of the nation 
in 1641 ; fur now he should never cease his 
attacks t<ll he had made him the most un- 
popular man in England lie kept his word.
